NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


AGRICULTURE IN PALESTINE. 


We publish an interesting letter from a correspondent who is himself trying 
the experiment of agriculture in Palestine, and promises to transmit to ug big 
balance-sheet when the crop has been reaped. His remarks supply much fooq 
for reflection. With the intolerance of many of the best practical reformers he 
impartially denounces all other labourers in the same vineyard, but, while his 
sweeping condemnations need not be admitted as justified by the facts, 
show a very natural impatience. There is room for our correspondent and his 
association, for the Jaffa School, for the Montefiore Testimonial Committee, for 
the special International Commission of the Alliance, for hundreds of committees 
and associations, in colonizing Palestine ; and if far greater expectations were built 
on the Montefiore Testimonial Fund than could ever have been justified by the event, 
it is possible that the reasonable hopes of its founders will yet be gratified, The 
Committee of the Fund has been in no hurry, and it has hitherto firmly resisted 
attempts to convert it into a mere machine for administering eleemosynary 
relief. Its praises to the present moment must be merely negative, The 
positive strictures now bestowed upon it are obviously too bitter to be wholly 
just. We are not concerned, however, with the defence of the Montefiors 
Committee. The Committee must take care of itself. What we, with all Jews, 
are anxious to see is some combined and erganized effort for the improvement 
of the condition of the Jews of Palestine and for the more productive occupation 
of the sacred soil. Our correspondent’s letter shows that there are Jows 
industrious and enterprising enough to try at their own risk the practical ex. 
periment of agriculture in Palestine. We hail such a phenomenon with delight, 
But the numbers of those ready to enter on this greatly daring task would be 
vastly increased if some general and permanent provision were made for security 
of tenure and undisturbed enjoyment of the lands thus tilled. Railways and 
canals, the steam-plough and the threshing-machine, will doubt!ess in time make 
their way to Safed and Hebron ; and Jerusalem may become the depot for the 
mineral traffic from the vituminous mines of the Dead Sea. But to set at work 
the thousand little mills of energy which are needed to open up an undeveloped 
country, the path of the individual in acquiring property must be facilitated, 
and he must have a reasonable assurance that he will be permitted to enjoy the 
fruits of his own labour. It is for obtaining an assurance of this kind that: 
combined action is useful. Our correspondent’s letter shows that individual 
effort is present, ready to exert itself with all the aggressiveness which is its 
nature, A better organization of the land laws and the government, an 
enlightenment of the people as to the true meaning of religion, are now required 
to set free the springs of effort trammeéled by real or fancied restrictions. Our: 
correspondent is independent enough to jadge for himself. He has settled at 
“The Gate of Hope” farm, ten hours from Jorusalom hao plows kul aud 
and hopes to reap. And keartily do we wish that the land may return him 8 
thonsand fold. May he be blessed in the fruit of his ground, the fruit of 
Lis. cattle, the increase of his kin@, and the flocks of his sheep! But there 
are others of his brethren, a feebler folk, dwelling in the clefts of the hill city 


| of Jerusalem, who bave not learnt the gospel of laborare est orare. To them 


the lesson should be preached of working in the field before them, to them the 
example of such men as our correspondent should be shown with the recommen- 
dation, ‘go thou and do likewise.” But before they can be confidently expected 
to go out and cultivate the ground, some concessions may be necessary from the 
central government in order that robber Arabs or robber Pashas may not reap all 
the reward, send the colonists back to the city poorer than they came, and 60 
discredit all industry. What is the state of things in Palestine? Is it safe to 
do as our correspondent is doing? Can it be done in all parts of Palestine or 
merely in certain favoured localities ? Is it safe for all to settle, or only for 4 
favoured few ? The Committees which are formed and forming would do wisely 
in procuring and circulating information on these heads. If the colonization of 
Palestine is generally practicable, there are hundreds of Israelites now unhappy 
in countries where they are oppressed, to whom a farm in Canaan would seem 4 
heaven on earth, 1t would appear, too, that there is a good demand for farm 
produce in that country. Our correspondent gives no list of prices, but he tells 


us that provisions are dear, and, no doubt, they will always be dear where 50. 


large a portion of the population lives in religious, but unproductive, idleness. 
The Jaffa School and men like our correspondent, will, we hope, continue to 
labour. As to the jealousies among the several workers, they do not dismay 4. 
Such rivalries are a eign of life. There is nothing unhealthy in such bitter- 
ness, a hearty mutual scolding sends the good housewives who indulge !2 it 
back to their own homes to set their houses in order with renewed zeal, and with 
their appreciation of their own defects sharpened and enforced by the criticism 
of their neighbours. 


THE WEDDING SERVICE. 

A ceremony last week which under other circumstances would have & purely 
personal interest has some little historical significance, and therefore should not be 
allowed to pass without a word of comment. On Monday, the 26th ult , at the New 
West End Synagogue there was celebrated the first wedding in that place of wosalP, 
and the usual service was supplemented by the aid of a choir and a harmonium. 
This is, we believe, the first occasion that a choral wedding service has been held 
in a London Orthodox Synagogue. In the Jewish Chronicle of October 27th, 
1876, we suggested that the Executives of Orthodox Congregations might thus 
teke a lesson from the Reform Congregation. We are pleased to find that rs 
hint has been taken. A still further improvement is held by many to be desit- 


| able. The Ketubah (marriage contract) is written ia Chaldee, a languag® little 
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understood at the present day. It was originally couched in Chaldee when that 
language was the vernacular of the Jewish people. A contract executed in 
writing has been for ages an indispensable accessory at a Jewish marriage cere- 
mony. Such a document is referred to in the seventh chapter of Tobit. Tobias 
having reached the house of Razael, his uncle, at Ecbatana, the latter speaking 


of his daughter Sara, said to the former, “Then take her from henceforth. 


sccording to the manner, for thou art her cousin and she is thine, and the 
Merciful God gixe you good success in all things. Then he called his daughter 
Sara, and she came to her father and he took her by the hand and gave her to 
be wife to Tobias, saying : Behold take her after the Law of Moses, and lead 
her away to thy father. And he blessed them and called Edna, his wife, ard 
took paper ( ? parchment) and did write an instrument of covenants and sealed 
it.” The essential features of the Ketubah were first settled by Simon, son of 
Shetoch (Keiubah 82,2), who presided over the Synhedrion in the time of the 
Asmonean King Alexander Janneus. The document was originally written in 
Chaldee that it might be generally anderstood. One of the essential require- 
ments for rendering a marriage valid according to Jewish law is that the 
marriage contract shall be published, and it is for this reason that it is 
recited at length, and ir a loud tone by the officiating minister. How far ite 
conditions are exactly suited to the present day will be gathered from the fol- 
lowing translation of this interesting document :—

Now —— the 
bridegroom accepts for one hundred shete/s in refined silver all told, the Marriage 
Portion which she brings from her father’s house whether in silver or gold trinkets, 
wearing apparel, house or bed-furniture, and adds to this amount from his own. one 
hundred sheXe/s in refined silver, the sum total amounting to two hundred shekels in 
refined silver. The Bridegroom has further said: I undertake for myself and my heirs 
the guarantee of the bond set forth in this document, the Marriage Portion. and the 
additional sum taken upon myeelf to be paid out of the most valuable partion of my 
chattels and properties wherever they may be situated, whether now in my possession 
or to be acquired by me at future time, whether real or personal. all these shall be 
held under lien and mortgaged so that out of them shall be paid the bond set forth 
in this document, the Marriage Portion, and the additional sum, even if I should 
have to part with my mantle from my shoulder, whether in my life-time or after my 
death, now and at all times. The said Bridegroom has taken upon himself the 
guarantee for the bond set forth in this document, the Marriage Portion, and the 
additional sum with the full responsibility as is the case with all the bonds customary 
among the Daughters of Israel, executed in conformity with the rules laid down by 
our Sages, not conditionally nor as a mere exercise draft. Delivered by the 
said Bridegroom —— to the maiden ———- in accordance with the preceding statement 


and explanation, made valid for taking possession by the ceremony of laying hold 
of the restment. 


In the West London Synagogue of British Jews a solemn declaration in English 
is made both by bride and bridegroom. The English address generally delivered 
by the officiating minister is quite a modern innovation. There is thus a prece- 


dent for adding in Orthodox synagogues to the solemnity of one of the most 
eventful of the voluntary acts of man or woman. 


THe Cuter Rasat.—The Chief Rabbi, who is still staying at Brighton, has 
received many telegrams and letters of congratulation on the occasion of cele- 
brating the Jubilee of his admission to the Rabbinate. The Hanover Congregation 
—of which Dr. Adler was Chief Rabbi from 1830 to 1845—have forwarded to him an

A LETTER FROM PALESTINE. 
TO THE BCITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


[ TRANSLATION. ] 

Sir,—I am at present stayiog at a distance of ten hours’ walk from Jeru- 
salen. As regards the inhabitants of Jerusalem (may it speedily be rebuilt !), 
it is impossible to find a momeot when they are not in the greatest despair, on 
account of the oppression and distress. Especially is this the case at such times 
as the present, when the lateness of the rain has caused a rise in prices, and 
when the days of Passover have gone and everyone wishes to buy provisions—a 
fact which alone would cause the flour and corn to be dear. This state of things 
will continue, till God will have mercy and bless us with a favourable harvest ; 
then there will be a reduction in prices, by His help, blessed be He! Yet what 
benefit is it that two seabs are to be bought for a sela, if the sela is wanting ? 
It is in such extremities that our rabbis (of blessed memory !) have said that it 
is allowable to quit the Holy Land And indeed at such a time as this the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem are day by day, and year by year, “ going ten degrees 
backward.” Although during the past two years caravans have ceased coming 
from foreign places, and not more than one or two families a year migrate 
hither, yet the //alucah is steadily decreasing, and there is no “ enlargement 
and deliverance from another place.” And how completely the Jews have 
ceased to look for help from the establishment of colonies by the purchase and 
cultivation of the land under the auspices of the Committee of the Sir Moses 
Montefiore Testimonial Fund! They have given up all hope, for the members 
of that board, who are exceedingly wise in their own eyes, have done wrong to 
the inhabitants of the Holy Land. The poor people who apply to their friends 


and acquaintances as before to tell them of their distress and sufferings, their . 


want and poverty, are now turned away with scorn and reproach, with such an 
answer as this: “ Has not the Saviour of Israel arrived—the Representative of 
the Montefiore Committee, who has come laden with gold and silver ; bas he not 
already bought half the Holy Land and built ten thousand houses and caused to 
dwell! in them all persons fit either for pious study or for business and agricul- 
ture ; has he not scattered his money far and wide to provide completely for 
your wants? And if you are not among those’who are succoured, there must 
surely be some blot on your character, or your actions are evil, and therefore I 
can have no compassion on you.” The poor man cries in the bitterness of his 
soul : “ Woe unto thee O land whose princes rob the life of the poor.” And 
truly the money which has been collected is the money of the poor, for most of 
the contributors to the fund, in proportion as they gave their charity to it, 
withheld it from the poor. We can say that many persons have been born and 
have died in this project, which has not yet come to existence, and, perhaps, 
never will, for the Agent of the Committee who has been sent out by it, like the 
goat to Azazel, is himself naturally weak, both physically and mentally, and he 


ought to have strengthened his hands by establishing a local committee of — 


sev.ral gentlemen, at least four or five natives, of the province, who would be 
adapted to this enterprise. Besides, those who sent him are really his opponents, 
for they have put a bridle on his mouth, and have bound his hands with chains 
heavier than copper while they are laden with gold, and yet have deprived him 
of all kinds of assistance. Of them it may be said, the heart alone knows 
whether one’s intentions are for good or for evil. If they deepise and mock at 
the misery and humiliation of the daughter of Zion, aad only with their lips 
seek the welfare of their people and their land, while their hearts are not in their 
work, then He who dealeth retribution, before whom all secrets are revealed, 
will punish them, their bodies, their souls, and their power. There will come 
before Him the cry of the bereaved poor, and He (blessed be His name) is 
merciful and compassionate; before Him there is no favouring, He bringeth 
low the proud to the dust, and they can easily be reduced to the condition of 
those poor people who warder about to get bread, if they do not withdraw their 
hands from evil, from oppressing the wretched poor, and from committing a 
trespass against that which is sanctified. For the money was to be devoted to 
the poor of God's people and His land, and not to be used as a meana of 
aggrandisement. Bot the managers of the Furd have refrained from action 
for these three years, to their disgrace and to the disgrace of all who co-operate 
with them in their policy. Why have they delayed beginning the colonization 
of the Holy Land, and prosecuting it with vigour and energy ? Does not the 
land lie extended before them, and could they not bay for a comparatively 
small sum a fertile and pleasant piece of Jand, rich in wheat and barley, wine 
and oil, and containing pasture-ground ? They could get such a spot near the 


sea and contiguous to the grounds of a former Association. Such is the ° 


possession on which I now write this letter. For the last eight months | 
have joined a company, and together with my fellow-workers plough, till and 
sow, and, with God's help, we hope to begin the barley harvest in the forth- 
coming week at a favoursble moment. And if we have laboured and toiled 
under difficulties, we hope to reap in joy, and we intend to set apart the gifts 
for the poor as commanded us by the Lord of all. | 

But the members and officers of the London Board despise the humble plan 
of bringing hearts together by establishing a colony of Israelites, and perhaps 
they would choose the means employed by the Alliance in Jaffa, from which no 
Jew ever derived the slightest benetit, for the whole establishment is entrusted 
to a foolish mar, one who does not know his right from his left hand, but cries 
“give, give.” Were it not better to hand over the money that has been collected 
to the association whicl: despises the Law of Moses and Israel? At least let us 
not have two golden calves set up to uproot Israel by the planting of a grave 
next the altar of God. May it be pleasing to the Holy One of Ierael to have 
mercy on His people, His land, and send us our true Redeemer in our days ! 

i will conclude by invoking a perfect blessing on every true lover of his 
country and people, and, with your kind permission, after the forthcoming 
harvest, I will send your readers an account of our association from the time 
that the first stone was laid till the completion of the harvest.

glad to say, they are very rare. The Primitive Methodiets have among their 
ordained ministers many eloquent preachers and pes. the “ local” preachers 
are also men whose oratory no man of intelligence would despise, The members 
of their churches, also, as a rule, are men of great earnestness, and their useful- 
ness in grappling with the vices of the lower classes is beyond all praise. Still 
many tales of the racy originality of some of their rhetoricians are very amus- 
ing, but 1 am quite sure many of your readers would not make these men, who 
are “terribly in earnest,” offenders for a word or phrase in preaching, in prayer, 
or in praize. I need not add that by the honourable epithet “ Jew,” I do not 
imagine that any offence was meant to your nation, for all the voluntary 
churches fought side by side in the fierce battle for securing civil and religious 
liberty to the people of Isracl. 

I may add that in the next Quarterly Statement of “The Palestine Explora- 
tion Fund” will be found detailed information respecting the publication of the 
maps and memoirs which Lieut. Conder, R.E., has prepared, and which will be 
a memorial of the Holy Land in which I trast your nation will be deeply 
interested.

SYNAGOGUE CHOIRS. 
rO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—In your admirable remarks on the above subject in the Chronicle of 
May 16th, you referred to the dissolution of the Choir Committee appointed in 
1876. The formation of that Committee was brought about, as you rightly 
observe, by a resolution submitted by me to the General Council on the subject 
of “ uniting the choirs of the constituent synagogues and of creating a training 
school for choristers,” and I quite agree with you that it was a rather ambitious 
one. I assure you it was only intended by me to initiate thereby an enquiry and 
a practical or of an organisation by those wlio, with a better knowledge 
of music and with more time at their disposal than myself, could carry it out. 
Against my own inclination I became one of the committee and its chairman. 
Numerous meetings were held and much evidence collected ; but although a 
report was prepared, I gave no encouragement to its presentation as it seemed to 
me to represent so inadequately my views that I believed it productive of more 
harm than otherwise. 

Perhaps the following letter, which I addressed to the Secretary of the 
General Council on May 11th last, may tend to attract the notice of some of its 
members to a subject in which I still feel a warm interest : . 

Dear Sir,—I see by the Jewish Chronicle that the Choir Committee, of which I was 
chairman, has been dissolved. I am sorry that before such an event occurred the 
object of the institution of the Choir Committee had not been more thoroughly carried 
out and a definite result arrived at. The difficulties which have arisen have been so 
numérous, while the object was so ambitious, that I do not wonder at the poverty of 
the result. [am still of opinion that the object is worth attention, and possibly in 
some abler hands than mine, my ideas may yield fruit. That the suggestions made 
by me from my seat at the General Council in March, 1875, may not be altogether 
lost, | beg the favour of your Council accepting with this letter a printed copy of my 
“ Proporals for a Union of Choirs and a Musical Training School.”

Sirn,—As one of those—unhappily, too few—to whom the condition and 
constitution of our Synagogue Choirs is a matter of concern, I beg to thank you 
for again directing attention to the indifference which is manifested towards this 
branch of our sacred service. I marvel at the inconsistency which prompts 
those in authority to exercise a considerable amount of care and discrimination 
in the selection of readers and preachers, and yet to put themselves to little 
pains in securing efficient choirs, This is, of course, to some extent a question of 
money. The want of good voices and accomplished conductors to control them 
can never be seriously urged by my coreligionists as a valid excuse for the short- 
comings of our choral performances. It is, however, unfortunately the case that 
whereas no expense is spared in erecting and adorning sacred edifices, and whilst 
the emoluments are sufficiently lucrative to attract men of ability to accept the 
chief appointments in the synagogue, unwarrantable parsimony is displayed in 
remunerating our choirs. What is £1,121 11s. ld. as the total cost of all the 
choirs of the United Synagogue? I make bold to affirm that the expenditure is 
ridiculously inadequate, and in support of my assertion I refer your readers to 
the balance-sheets of any of the metropolitan churches where choristers are paid 
for their services. Our synagogue choirs might be made the training schools of 

aspirants to musical fame ; they might be the means of fostering that pleasure- 
giving and ennobling talent with which our race is so richly endowed ; they 
might—were apathy replaced by enthusiasm—launch on careers of usefulness 
a7 who, for the need of this tuition, are condemned to languish unheard and 
etvig In the present state of —— this suggestion may sound visionary 
= is it impracticable? Is it not an irrefutable fact that the majority of singers 
of European celebrity, as well as present, have received their 
t instruction as choristers in the churches of their native towns ? Yet, what

They—both Protestants and 
Catholics—are not too proud to furm voluntary choirs, nor is it beneath their 
dignity to unite with professional choirs in offering praises to the Most High ; 
and we, if we are earnest worshi;) ere, ought to fcel no shame in learning from 
them this lesson of humility.

OUR MINISTERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—Your excellent article on the above subject, although to the point, is 
not sufliciently exhaustive. You very justly point to Berlin, New York, and 
Frankfort, where the distinction between Header and Minister exists not merely 
in name—they are not synonymous as is invariably the case in this country— 


but a de facto ; and one cfficial is not confounded with the other. There the cantor 


or vorbreter is not dubbed “reverend,” nor does he share any similar title with the 
minister. Some of your readers will undoubtedly exclaim “ oh ! those cities of 
affluence can afford to have both chazan and raav ;” although for that matter 
this country is certainly not inferior in wealth or importance to Germany or 
America. 

Will you kindly permit me to point to a country that can in no way com- 
pete with either of the above mentioned—Poland. In that down-trodden 
country, where our brethren are to be found in every town, village and hamlet, 
where the material well-being of the congregations cannot be termed flourishing, 
and asuperfluity of this world’s goods has no tendency to make thein fastidious, 
it is indeed rare—very rare—to find a congregation—no matter how small or 
impecunious—which cannot boast of a rabbi, chazan (sometimes, though far from 
generally, the duties of shochet are united with that of chazan), one or more 
Dayaonim, very often a Bal-Koreah, sometimes even a Bal-Tekeah, a beadle, as 
a matter of course, and even an under-beadle, or shool-klapper (who knocks at 
the doors of members of the congregation to apprize them of the time for 
prayers); in one word, the whole paraphernalia of a carefully conducted congre- 
gation—those officials are all paid. But then, although the rabbi very often finds 
it most difficult to keep body and soul together, that is when the great majority 
of bis flock are in this respect in unison with their shepherd, he is looked upon 
by his congregation with reverence, with love, with awe. He ie not their servant, 
but truly and veritably the servant of the Lord. He is their master and teacher, 
and they love and treat him accordingly. The welfare of his flock is dear to his 
heart, paramount to everything else; aye, even to his own, and those of his 
flesh and blood. Could not some of our ministers emulate the examples ect by 
those poor Polish rabbis. They may then teach their congregations to treat 
them as their teachers. To dutifully and comprehensively expound our sacred 
and wise laws, to be the sympathising shepherd of the flock, to set the example 
of what they teach, and with humility perform the duties of their sacred office, 
to which they have professedly devoted their lives, it is not absolutely essential 
to hold the degree of MA. or Ph.D. . Let them but show that they are the 
servants of the Divine, ordained to do His behests, and not the servants of the 
few mortale, at whose beck some, I fear me, are, and they will have no further 
cause for complaints. | 

That many of our ministers are an honour and a credit to our race, I cheer- 
fully admit, but are not some of our Anglican rabbis the parbelia of our priest 
of the past ?—Your obediently, I. MorPAUNT SIGISMUND, M.D.

JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 


The following extracts from the Report of Her Majesty's Inspector of 
Schools on his recent inspection of the Jews’ Infant Schools have been forwarded 
to us for publication : 

CoMMERCIAL StREET.—The School is in highly satisfactory condition. The 
work of the pupil teachers is improved, particularly in Arithmetic. Grant £443. 

TENTER STREET (Branch).—The children passed their examination very credit- 
ably indeed, Grant £149 &s, 

- Both the Grants were in excess of last year. 

An appeal haserecently been issued by the Committee in aid of the Schools, 
to which, we are informed, a very inadequate response has been made. There 
are at present nearly one thousand children in attendance at the two schools, and 
the applications for admission have so much increased, that it has been necessary 
to refuse a large number of children in order to keep within the Government 
regulations as to space. The Committee have obtained premises in the neigh- 
bourhood of the branch school (Leman Street, Whitechapel), so as to secure 
increased accommodation. The expenditure of about £1,300 will be required 
for the necessary alterations and fittings of the new school, and for the cost of 
the lease. A special appeal has become necessary, to obviate further infringe- 
ment on the small funded property of the institution, already greatly reduced by 
former outlays for building and other purposes. The ordinary income of the 
two schools has been found insufficient, to meet the expenditure. The average 
annual receipts, including the Government grant, have for the last three years 
been about £1,050, while the expenditure over the same period was £1,500. The 
proceeds of the Balls and Collections have therefore always been required to 
carry on the establishment. The annual subscriptions have, we learn, greatly 
diminished, and are very inadequate, considering the high character and import- 
ance of these schools, 


Revision OF THE RirvuaL.—We understand that the subject of revising the 
service in the Central Synagogue is under the consideration of the Committee. 
No definite conclusions have been arrived at, but the principal alterations 
desired are, we believe, as follows : one continuous service on Sabbath morning 
(the practice of dividing the Shachreth and Musaph services to be abolished) ; 
omission of the Piyutim and of the repetition of the Ameedah ; the limitation of 
the sermon and improvement of the choir. Other minor alterations are also 
contemplated, These improvements of the service will of course be brought 
under the consideration of the Chief Rabbi, but it is not anticipated that he 
will raise any serious objection to those that will be recommended by the Com- 
mittee to him for adoption. The subject of a modification of the Ritual is also, 
we believe, underthe consideration of the Committee of the Borough Synagogue. 


WORKROOMS OF THE BoarD oF GUARDIANS.—The annual sale of work made 
by the girls of this institution was held on Monday, by permission of Mrs, 
Lionel Lucas, at her residence in Westbourne Terrace. About fifty ladies and gen- 
tlemen attended the sale, and about fifteen of the work girls were present, with the 
Superintendent, Miss Benjamin. Two of the girls under training and present on 
Monday are deaf and dumb, A brisk sale of needlework (many of the specimens 
of which were of a fine character) was carried on throughout the afternoon. The 
appearance of the girls was thoroughly neat and cleanly. We understand that there 
are several vacancies at the Workrooms, the number of apprentices at present being 
only 38. Above twenty have recently left, having served their time of apprentice- 
ship. There cannot be any question as to the advantage to the girls trained at this 
establishment, from the care and companionship of the ladies who superintend it, 
and who are in constant personal association with their wards, The true question 
to be touched upon when the maintenance of the Workrooms is considered, is whether 
this personal care and supervision cannot be secured at less cost and with equal effi- 
ciency, by apprenticing the girls to different trades, and assembling them at stated 
intervals, rather than by the establishment of an expensive training school with its 
necessary outlay of rent and salaries.

ROUMANIA.

BUCHAREST, May 20. 
The sentence of the Tribunal condemning five Jews to five years’ imprison- 
ment, for ey in the disturbances on the occasion of the burial of the 
Rabbi of assy, been confirmed by the Court of Appeal. 
BUCHAREST, JuNE 3. 
The new Chambers were opened to-day by Prince Charles, who, in his 
from the Throne, said that neither the preceding Chambers nor the 
overnment had in any way prejudged the question to solve which the present 
Assembly had been eummoned—that, namely, relating to the removal of the 
disabilities of the Jews. “We are in duty bound,” his Royal Highness pro- 
ceeded, “ to find a prompt solution. To you belongs the duty of securing by 
wise measures the interests of the country, and of strengthening the position of 
Roumania in so far as regards her international relations. This difficult question 
terminated, you have to occupy yourselves with other laws and reforms. 


ASSY, May 26Tm, 1879, 

The all-important Jewish question is at last approaching its possible 
solution. The much talked-of Constituante is to become a reality. It is to 
assemble on the 13th of June. The Senators and Deputies have already been 
elected for this purpose. The Ministry has already secured for itself a decided 
majority. Fierce will be the contest; doubtless, the result will be the victory of 
our good cause. It may not be uninteresting to your readers, meanwhile, to be 
informed of the manner in which Roumania intends solving this complicated 
question. Mr. Costinescu, chief editor of the Romanul, a man of considerable . 
talent, learning and influence, has developed, in a speech which lasted over two 
hours, the future programme of the Government on this subject. His speech 
being rightly considered an exposition of the views of the Ministry, I will, 
therefore, this time merely confine myself to iv 

On the 21st of the present month, Mr. Costinescu delivered a great speech 
at the Athensum Hall at Bucharest. The hall was crowded almost to excess. 
About 2,000 people came to hear Mr. Costinescu expound his views on this 
question, which has agitated the country for so long atime. No sooner did he 
enter the hall than he was received with loud applause. A few minutes more, 
and he ascended the tribune to address his audience. It would, indeed, be 
difficult to reproduce in this place in extenso all he said about the Jews in the 
course of his speech, which, as already said, lasted over two hours, giving as he 
did an historical sketch of the Jews from Moses down to the present time. I 
am afraid, by giving you a report of this speech in full, [ should thereby trespass 
too much on the patience of your readers, who, no doubt, would like to know in 
a single sentence what he said in many hours. I will, therefore, begia with his 
concluding arguments. 

Mr. Costinescu, after having contested the emancipation of the Jews en 
masse, endeavouring to prove that even the Berlin Congress was not in favour of 
such a measure, passed on to the second opinion now generally prevailing in 
this country as regards the solution of this question : the division of Jews by 
categories, He declared himself for the latter solution as the only one possible. 
He further maintained, that in order at once to act in conformity with the 
Berlin Treaty and conciliate at the same time the economical and social interests 
of the country, it would be best for Roumania to abolish Article 7 of the Rou- 
manian Constitution. All Jews,in his opinion, should be placed on the same 
footing of equality as the rest of foreigners, without distinction of religious 
belief. But, nevertheless, to prove to Europe the sentiments of equality and 
patriotism, Roumania should recognise one single category: the one which has 
paid a tribute of blood. In Mr. Costinescu’s opinion, the number of Jews of this 
category will amount to 780, which are recorded in the conscription list at the 
War Ministry. .The above Clause having found insertion in the Constitution, 
Jews woula only have to prove that they have served in the army or that they 
have been drawn by lot. This will be the equivalent to proving their title to 
Roumanian citizenship. Respecting the other Jews, they will have to submit to 
the provisions of Article 8 of the Civil Code, which regulates the mode in which 
foreigners can obtain civil and political rights. In short, Mr. Costineecu con- 
tested in principle the individual emancipation, as well as the emancipation en 
masse of the Jews of this country. 

Coming then to speak of the precautions to be taken, he proposed that 
Article 8 be modified in a sense that all foreigners, without distinction, fulfilling 
the conditions provided by that Article, should obtain their naturalization indivi- 
dually from the Roumanian Chambers. Article 8 thus modified should then be 
incorporated in the body of the Constitution. Urging the plea of the necessity 
of self-preservation, he further proposed that all small rural estates should be 
declared not transferable for another thirty years to come ; that no Jews should 
be allowed to open a publichouse in a country village, except by virtue of a 
licence obtained from the. proper authorities ; and as for the larger rural estates, . 
they should be forbidden to be sold to Jews at all, however great the guarantee 
they may offer may be. 

You can now see what prospect the Jews of Roumania have before them. 
This speech of Mr. Costinescu needs no commentary: it speaks volumes.

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BARON LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD. 

Barow Lione. pe Rotruscnuti.p has died full of years, and possessing the 
esteem of all men; and the impressive rites prescribed by our religion will 
be celebrated to-day over his body at the Willesden Cemetery of the United 
Synagogue. For twenty years he had been racked with bodily pain, and 
found his only relief in the exercise of his active mind. He relieved much 
suffering, and Jaid the fopndations of many fortunes. He made it possible for 
the wheels of State to run in countries which otherwise would have been brought 
to financial difficulties involving loss to every class ; and he gave inestimable 
advice to the Jarge number of individuals whom he privileged to consult him. 
His was not the benevolence which unnerves the springs of action. He loved 
best.to put men in a position to help themeelves; and if he is to have a 
monument it can be built with wealth which his aid enabled industrious per- 
sons to acquire. His counsel was more often followed than that of most, 
since it was backed where necessary by the sinews of war. One of his 
last acts was to despatch a letter of prudent recommendations as to 
political conduct to the Carer Rane of Vaslui, in Roumania, to whom, 
in the time when the Jews of the district were turned out of their 
homes and starving, he had sent more substantial gifts. Death after more 
than fulfilling the term of life allotted by the Psalmist is not, in the case of 
such a man, the proper subject for a rhapsody of woe; but the light of the 
coldest reason will show any one who knows the Jewish community that its 
loss is deep and, in fact, incalculable, ‘The deceased Baron leaves behind 
him able representatives, conscientious Jews, apt men of business, as fully 
qualified as himself to uphold the name of his house in the brilliant society 
to which he belonged. But it is impossible in the nature of things that his 
heirs can possess that matured knowledge of men and affairs, that skill and 
judgment in dealing with them, which a long life-time and the continued 
struggle for the position which he ultimately attained by his own admirable 
qualities had developed in him. In financial matters, he was a genius. It 
is almost an insult to say that his integrity was unspotted, that those who 
dealt with Baron pe Roruscuiip needed no lawyer at their back, that his 
word was kept however much it tarned out against himself. The motto 
“ Concordia, integritas, industria” was fulfilled by him as by the other 
members of his house. In charitable subscriptions the first thing which the 
Lord Mayor, or the clergyman who was collecting, did, was to consult New 
Court. In politics the man who had the personal acquaintance and warm 
esteem of many crowned heads and royal personages, and of most statesmen 
and public writers of eminence, had a power and legitimate influence which 
were quite independent of the accident of a seat in Parliament. But 
in politics he had also an individual record of great distinction. 
The judicious and upright course he took in the emancipation ques- 
tion opened the gates of Parliament to the Jews. Others were 
labouring with the same honourable object in view. Far be it 
from us to depreciate the work of his father, of Sir Isaac Lyon Goxpsmip, 
of Sir Francis Goipsmip, of the late Sir Davin Satomons, Mr, Faupet, 
Sir Moszs Mowrgriong, Dr. Bannarp Van Oven, and the other heroes of 
the struggle for citizenship; or of those disinterested friends of religious 
liberty, the Duke of Sussex, Lord Bextsy, Lord Joun Russgui, Mr.

Husxissoy, Mr. Rosgat Grant, Lord Asasvrtox, Lord Rapyor, Lord 
Archbishop Alderman Taomrson, Lord 
Lyspuvrst, Brovcuam, Macavray, Grote, Lord Lanspowys, Bishop Tutat- 
wat, Mr. Guapstong and Lord Beaconsrietp. But the spectacle of Baron 
Roruscaitp returned again and again by the City of London was that which 
made the continuance of exclusion impossible. Such a tower of strength 
arbitrarily cut off from aiding in supporting the central fortress of English 
wisdom, was a standing menace to the principle which worked the anomaly 
complained of. The thing worthiest of praise was the temper with which 
Baron pz Rotuscninp fought. No opposition could embitter him, no anger 


followed upon the outbursts of bigotry. His most vigorous utterances and. 
most determined public acts had the tone of polished society, and when he’ 


entered the House at length, the most ardent antagonists to his admission 
were disarmed by the consistent becomingness of his demeanour. In such a 
spirit the great contest, of which we print an outline elsewhere, was waged ; 
and we, for our part, regret that the same succéssfal champion of religious 
liberty did not in the like spirit enter, as in accordance with the traditions of 
English public life he might well have entered, the House of Peers. 

This great philanthropist, this trusted counsellor, this unequalled 
master of the combinations through which idle wealth is collected by the 
legitimate promise of increase and income, from bands in which it would lie 
useless, to turn the wheels of a thousand busy factories or protect the 
granaries of peoples, was also something more; and in that more was his 
interest for ourselyes, He never forgot, he never strove to conceal, he 
gloried in the fact, that he was a Jew. He was a Jew by pure race, and a 
Jew by anchanged religious persuasion. Some minute observances, which 
others hold to be prescribed by the law, he did not value or practise. Bat 
everything that commended itself to his highly-trained and educated reason 
as true Judaism, that he upheld by example as well as by Janguage. The New 
West End Synagogue, the East London Synagogue, the Central Synagogue, 
not only these, but, probably, every temple which has been lately erected to 
the Gop of Israg., and every Jewish society the object and administration of 
which he could approve, owed not a little to his bounties and advice, The 
best introduction to him was to be labouring for a good object. The only 
thing which made him angry was to be afraid toask, He existed for the pur- 
pose of receiving appeals, and every appeal was carefully weighed and thought 
of before it received its answer. The sentence which Mr. Lionen L. Connex 
quoted on Tuesday from his speech at the laying of the Foundation Stone of 
the Central Synagogue in 1869, showed the persistence of his.Jewish. feeling 
in spite of the sometimes, perhaps, conflicting claims of the large life he led 
outside of any one religious community. “ If the political privileges,” he said, 
speaking of the admission to the House of Commons, then thoroughly won, 
and confirmed by the presence of more Jewish members than at present 
happen to find a place in that assembly, “could in any way weaken our 
Jewish sympathies, then they would have been purchased at a terrible 
cost and would signally defeat the intentions of those who aided and 
laboured for that movement, and would become disadvantages instead of 
advantages.” So he felt, and accentuated his feelings by the daily 
practice of his life; and thus it has come to pass that now “the good 
grey head which all men knew” 1s laid to rest, the loss of that clear 
intelligence and direct purpose is felt as something altogether irreparable. 
The gap must have been some day made; but whenever it came it must have 
come upon us unprepared, It is hopeless to fill it, hopeless to speak about 
filling it. When Jewish interests or sentiments were assailed anywhere, 
there was one person who could intervene with real power, who, if persuaded 
that the grievance was not a fancied one, that it was really worthy redress, could 
do much indeed to set it right. He was not always easy to convince, for he 
conserved his great influence by never taking up a worthless cause. But when 
New Court moved, itmight be said Roma locuta est. The words had the weight 


of those which, in the days when Rome was incorrupt and strong, came from | 


the traditionally wise deliberations of the seven-hilled city. The Berlin Con- 
gress relieved, as we may hope, the disabilities of the Jews of Roumania, but 
who was it that without haste and without rest was vigilant to remind the 
Envoys, personal friends of himself, the unknown through other friends, of the 
necessity of making the provisions which were made? The answer suggests 
itself at once. A great living influence, a very wise and prudent counsellor, 
has been lost ; a philanthropist wholly without the vulgar ambitions which 
sometimes beset those who do good. If the Jews had been emanci- 
pated everywhere, even in free England and enlighted Germany, from 
every sort of disability, we should feel the same regret at the loss of the man, 
but less dismay at the destruction of the power. Unfortunately, much will 
yet become necessary to be done for Jews and by Jews; and in everything 
the absence of Baron pg Roruscuiip will be felt. Fortunately, 
that absence does not entirely paralyze the community; but weaken us it 
most certainly will, however sure we are that a noble ambition to follow 
in the footsteps of their great exemplar will inspire the course of his suc- 
cessors. 
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DEATH OF BARON LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD. 


It is oar painful duty to record the death of Baron Lionel de Rothschild in 
his 71st year. He was known by his actions, or personally, to so many of our 
readers, and he had been the central figure and representative of the secular side 


of English Judaism for so many years, that the event which wo chronicle will 
be felt in Jewish circles as a family affliction. More than this, it marks the 
close of the generation which fought for and witnessed Jewish emancipation, 
and which earned by its struggles and by the necessity of conspicuously 
deserving the privilege sought a nobility and unselfishness vf character which 
these easier times do little to develope. It is hardly necessary, in these 
columns, to begin by chronicling the romantic rise to fortune of the Rothschild 
family. Within a century they have become the great power they are by 
rare ability transmitted from father to son, by merited good fortune, by 
great opportunities wisely used, by the most perfect family concord, and 
above all, by the unlimited trust and confidence which their unswerving 
rectitude has always inspired. We print below an interesting record of the 
early history of the race. It is known that “ Rothschild’ means the red 
shield which was the sign of the traders in the narrow streets of the Juden- 
gasse. But in its early days the family gave preachers to the synagogue as 
well as shrewd men of business to the places of commercial resort, and the 
resence of ite representatives at synagogal celebrations in modern days,

~ png ai Mr. Leopold de Rothschild in laying the Foundation stone of the 
ew West End Synagogue, is not without warrant in the traditions of the 
family. In 1766 we hear of the name, and there is authority for saying 
that it represents a member of the family, at Fiirth; it was aleo known at 
Bamberg and for a longer period at that great repository of Jewisi history 
in Worms, the town from which, as the 7imes remarks in a biographical notice, 
from which we shail frecly borrow where necessary, another family of 
Austrian barons connected with the house of Rothschild takes itsname. Mayer 
Amschel Rothschild, the founder of the modern fortunes of the house, was born 
in the Judengasse of Frankfort in 1742, and many of. our readers have been 
shown the counting-house there in which the carly fame of the house 
was made, A great opportunity fell to his lot in 1793. The French revolu- 
tionary army under General Custine was at the gates of rankfort and had 
imposed a heavy ransom upon the town as the price of exempting it from 
plunder. The task of finding the money was allotted by the Senate of the free 
town to Rothschild and executed by him with the skill, promptitade, aud fortune 
which were to become proverbial, The faith in the probity of the ancestor of the 
Rothschilds had become so strong that when in 1806 Napoleon declared the estate 
and fortune of William, Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel, forfeit, and sent an aruiy to 
levy execution, the Landgrave collected together treasure amounting to the value 
of a million sterling and banked that amount with his friend and agent, Mayer 
Amechel Rothechild, to be kept without interest, and saved if possible from the 
despoiler. Rothschild had the use of this enormous sum for 17 years. For 14 
years at 5 per ceut. compound interest, that use would have been equivalent to 
#1,000,000 ; but the profits which Mayer Amschel made were doubtless far larger. 
He despatched the ablest of his five sons to England, where the foundations were 
being laid of the great trade in Manchester cottons, which made the most distant 
and least civilized portions of tie world tributary in commerce to this country. 
Nathan Mayer, the son so sént, was born in 1777, settled first in Manchester and 
afterwards in London, and received letters of denization fiom George III. in 1804. 
He lived and had his office in New Court, St. Swithin’s Lane, where sometimes 
so much bullion was stored, that in the living rooms of the house the. family 
literally walked on gold. Here he held the state of a great financial magnate, 
and is said to have here received that diplomatist to whom he made the feaaous 
repartee of the two chairs. The visitor, whose self-importance it was probably 
necessary for business reasons to reduce, called upon the great dispenser of 
State loans, and found him engaged. “Take a chair,” said Mr. Rothschild. 
* But | am ; interposed the Minister. “Take two chairs, then,” was the 
reply of the absorbed calculator. 
In 1806, Nathan Mayer Rothschild married Hannah, third daughter of Mr. 
Levy B. Cohen, of London, and the eldest son, the late Baron Lionel, was born 
in 1808. As Nathan Mayer Rothschild settled in London, so three of his 
brothers established themselves, respectively, in Naples, Vienna and Paris, while 
one remained to succeed to thé ancestral business in Frankfort. A great financial 
business is of necessity av autocracy. Divided sway is fatal to it; but from 
their several centres of activity the brothers were able to give valued help and 
information to each other. These were the early days of arbitrage, they were 
days in which the constant expenses of great wars, and of a forgotten French 
indemnity, made it necessary for governments of first-class credit to resort 
constantly to the loan-contractore. ‘The Rothschilds establiahed the pig: on-pos.® 
and Mr. N. M. Rothschild is said to have had intelligence of the Battle of 
W aterloo 12 hours in advance of the British Government. The great Count 
Metternich, who had been long iwpressed with the ability of the brothers, 
advised his Imperial master to confer the dignity of Baron upon each of them ; 
and in 1822 the pateuts were received from the Emperor of Austria. 
The seat of the late Baron Lionel Nathan de Rothschild in New Court is 
well-known. Just above it was the room in which he was born on Nov. 22, 
1806. Jews were then excluded from the public schools and the English 
Universities. The late Baron de Rothschild passed some time as a student at 
Gittingen, but mixed from an early period in the best English society, and 
especially in Whig political circles. He had all English tastes. The rheumatic 
gout from which he euffered for so many years, was said to be due to his 
having contiaued to wear wet breeches after a hard day’s hunting; the art 
collections in the beautiful interior of his house and the gardens at Gunnersbury 
testified to the correctness and purity of the taste which inspired Baron an 
Baroness de Rothschild. He married in 1836 Charlotte, the daughter of his 
uncle, Baron Charles, of Frankfort and afterwards of Naples, the beloved lady 
who survives him. In the same year he succeeded his father, Baron Nathaa 
Mayer de Rothschild, in the direction of the vast enterprises which the Koglish 
house of Rothschild controls, He had three brothers, of whom Baron Nathaniel 
died earliest. The genial lives and regretted deaths of Baron Mayer, the owner 
of “Favonius " and the hoet of Mentmore, of Sir Anthony, the President of the 
Jews’ Free School and of the United Synagogue, and the lord of Aston Clinton, 
will be fresh in the memory of our readers. ut the brothers, like the sons and 
the foreign kinsmen of the erg h deferred implicitly to Baron Lionel, His 
was the guiding mind, and while he lived the centre of the finance of the world 
was in New Court. 
arge a share in social life as Baron and Baroness Mayer were accustomed 
to take was denied to the late Baron Lionel. He was whisatea from room to room 


of his stately residence in a special chair constructed for the purpose, and carried 
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is landau to his seat in his office. He was careful, too, that he should do 
appear to be boastfuloess of his intimacy with the distin- 
guished persons in whose great world he lived. But it has come out accidentally 
that he was a friend and counsellor of the late Prince Consort : and when Royal 
rsonages came over here and every movement of theirs was chronicled, the 
istory usually included visits to 148 Piccadilly. 

The casual visitor was more likely than not to meet there persons well known 
in the worlds of diplomacy or of court-life, and the few great receptions of the 
gracious lady who did the honours of kis house brought together all that wag 
most distinguished in politics, fashion, literature and art. We need not say that 
it was not without great service to the cause of the Jews throughout the world 
that the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild, showed, as his family has always don 
that Judaism is not incompatible with the most distinguished position in soci 
life and the friendship of those personages whose position is unassailed and 
whose judgments lead mankind. Much stress has lately been laid upon the 
friendship between the late Baron Lionel and the Prime Minister. For years, 
Mr. Disracli was a most welcome visitor among the Rothschild family. His fer. 
vent love of the race to which he belonged laid the foundation of the friendship, 
but he was by nature a most acceptable guest in every house. It was his 
influence, perhaps, that aided an intimate and first-hand nowledge of offairs in 
the East to draw the late Baron away in late years and in foreign politics from 
the politics of the party to which he belonged, to the expenses of which he had 
lavishly contributed, and among the leading statesmen of which he had also 
many friendships. These ebservations bring us naturally to an account of the 

olitical career of the late Baron, a career of the greatest importance to the Jews, 
in whose history it is the landmark of an era. 

At the time when Baron de Rothschild entered public life, it was 
impossible for him or any person of the Jewish religion to sit in Parliament. 
The tests of the sacrament, &c., had now dwindled to an oath, but this 
concluded with the words “ On the true faith of a Christian,’ which a Jew by 
religion could not repeat. Isaac D'Israeli had quarrelled with the Synagogue 
in 1817; his sons. were educated as Protestants, and the eldest sat in 
Parliament ; but the Rothschilds were, of course, Jews by religious profession 
as well as by race. The struggle for the admission of the Jews to the 
tull rights of citizenship began, as that of the Protestant Nonconformists 
before them, in the muncipalities. The late Sir David Salomons was elected 
Sheriff of Londun and Middlesex io 1835, and the Sheriffs’ Declaration Act, 

assed by Lord Campbell in that year, enabled him to serve that office. When 
he was elected as Alderman he was unable to act, and Lord Lyndhuret’s Bill 
to alter the declaration required did not become law till 1844. Sir Moses 
Montefiore was Sheriff of London and Middlesex in 1837. Sir Benjamin 
Phillips was the first Jewish Common Counciiman, At the general election in 
July, 1847, Baron Lionel de Rothschild was elected, by 6,792 votes, member of 
Parliament in the Liberal interest for the City of London, with Lord John 
Russell and two other members. He was already a member of Brooks’ and tho 
teform. Parliament that year met early ; famine in Ireland and a geueral 
depression in trade made a November Session necessary, and one of the earliest 
debates was on a resolution of Lord John Kussell, Prime Minister and member 
fer the City, aflirmivg the eligibility of Jews to all functions and offices to 
which Roman Catholics were admiesable by law. Lord John Russel!) showed 
historically that the oath of abjuration had no reference to the Jews. [le 
referred to the popular prejudice whica induced the Administration of 1755, 
after passing an Act for the naturalization of the Jews, to come down in a hurry 
the next year for the purpose of repealing it, and after carrying his resolution 
by 255 to 186, he announced his intention of introducing a Bill on the subject. 
Lord John was afterwards blamed by some for not resting content with a 
resolution for a suspension of the Standing Orders of the House, such as that 
by which the Quaker Pease was admitted, and his Bill, although passed by a 
large majority ia the House of Commons, was rejected again and again by the 
Lords. -‘The debate on the resolution was memorable for the appearance on the 
Whig side on that question of Mr, Gladstone, then newly elected Tory member 
for the University of Oxford, whose support of the Premier was the mere 
remarkable because his colleague in the representation of the University, Sir 
Robert Inglis, was the most vigorous opponent of the projected measure of 
religious toleration Mr. Gladstone had opposed the last Bill for the removal 
of the Jewish Disabilities ; but when he did so he foresaw that if we gave the 
Jew municipal, magisterial, and executive functions, we could not refuse him 
legislative powers. Another member expressed the repugoance with which he 
would see a Jew Premier. Mr. Disracli, then the Tory member for Buckingham- 
shire, voted with the Whigs, and appealed to the House to perform a great act 
of national justice, and to discard the superstitions of the Dark Ages which 
were influencing them to oppose it. The Earl of Arundel, as a Catholic, sup- 
ported the resolution; Lord Ashley (now the Earl of Shaftesbury) opposed it ; 
but Lord George Bentinck joined Mr. Disraeli in supporting it. ‘The Act, how- 
ever, was not passed till 1858. In the meantime Baron Lionel Nathaa de 
Rothschild was elected again and again. In 1849 ho had been a member for 
two Sessions without having taking the oaths, when he accepted the Chiltern 
liundreds, a point of Parliamentary practice noted by Sir Erskine May. A new 
writ was issued for the city of London and he was again returned, and continued 
to be a member without taking the oaths; bat being again returned in sueceed- 
ing Parliaments, he accepted the Chiltern Hundreds a second time in 1857, and 
on the 23rd of July a new writ was issued for the city of London and he was 
for the fifth time returned. During his period of probation as the unswora- 
representative of the city of London Baron de Rothschild sat below the bar, and 
when notice was taken of the presence of strangers still retained his seat = ‘The 
constitutional doctrine enforced by Sir Joseph Jekyll’s case in 1715, that 4 
member is capable of sitting on a committee although he has not been sworn at 
the Clerk's table, also received confirmation from Baron de Rothschild’s ex- 
perience. In May, 1858, the House called Baron de Rothschild, who had now 
coutiaued a member for 11 years without taking the oaths, to the committee 
appointed to draw up reasoue to be offered to the Lords at a conference for 
disagreeing to the Lords’ Amendments on the Oaths Bill. On this memorable 
occasion the Speaker reminded the House that the time had come for 
the Conference to be held with the Lords on the subject of the Lords’ Amend- 
ments to the Oaths’ Bill. Lord John Russell moved that the members of the 
Committee appointed to draw up the reasons for disagreeing with the Lords 
Amendments should be appointed a Committee to manage the Conference. The 
Clerk at the Table read over the names of the Committee, beginning with that 
of Lord John Russell and ending with that of “The Baron Lionel Nathan de 
Rothschild,’ which was received with loud cheers. The motion was then agree 
to, and the “ managers” withdrew, accompanied by Baron Liouel, who had pre- 
viously been seated in the Peers’ Gallery, in evident expectation of his appoint- 
meut as a‘ manager” of the Conference, Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, aud his 
son, the late Sir Francis Goldsmid, Q.C., were engaged in the same struggle ; and 
Sir David Salomons, being elected tor Greenwich in 1851, went boldly into the 
House and voted, for which he was fined £500 by Baron Alderson, At last, in 
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1968, the Jews’ Disabilities Bill passed, and its principle was extended by a 
further Act, earried two years later. Baron Lionel de Rothschild was the first 
who took the amended form of oath. In commemoration of the event several 
scholarships were founded by subscription and otherwise. Baron Lionel de 
Pothechild himself endowed the City of L’ndon School with its most valuable 
:cholarship in honour of his taking his seat. In 1866 this scholarship, which 
was perfectly open, was taken by a Jewish pupil, Mr. Israel Davis, then captain 
of the school, in whose career the Baron continued to interest himself after the 
Rothschild scholar had left the University to which the endowment led. 
Baron Lionel de Rothschild continued to sit for the city of London, 
with the exception of a short interval, till 1874. He suffered that 
year in the general Liberal defeat. His inability to walk had long pre- 
vented him from taking part in any but the most important divisions, 
although Mr. Goschen had told the electors that from his writing-table in New 
Court Baron Lionel de Rothechild exerted more influence on their behalf than a 
much more active member could have done. His inability from illness to make a 
personal canvass also told against him. He made, too, a very bold and unpopular 
posal. At perhaps the only great clection meeting which he atten ed, he 
ointed out, with perfect justice, that Mr. Gladstone’s proposal, to abolish the 
ncome-tax, &c., would deprive the country of £9,000,000 a year and that the 
surplus would not reach more than half that amount. For the other half 
there muet be new taxes. When his audience shouted “ No” and “ Economy,” 
he replied that economy had not got so far as to save four millions and a half 
a year. Baron de Rothschild’s opinion was that new taxes must be imposed, 
and that they muet be imposed upon property. He suggested licence duties, 
such as are paid by commercial men in Anstria. The unpopularity of the 
Income-tax, he argued, lay not in the fact of ite being a tax upon income, but in 
its inquisitorial character ; and if Mr. Gladstone could practically re-impose it 
in some less noxious form, he would be conferring a great benefit on the cum- 
munity. This self-denying ordinance, of licences to be paid for by traders, did 
not, however, fiod favour in the City. 

It is not generally known that in 1828 Baron Lionel sought admission into 
the London and Westminster Light Horse Volunteers, from which the Jews were 
then excluded by a regulation declaring them ineligible, but which was repealed 
by aconsiderable majority fn the Baron's favourin August 1828. His name 
appears last but one on the original roll of the regiment. ‘The roll is published 
in the “ Record of the Light Horse Vulunteers.” 

On the retirement of Sir David Salomons from the Mayoralty of the City 
of London, a Fund was raised to present to him a testimonial, and Baron Lionel 
acted as Treasurer to the Fund. 

The first vote which the Baron recorded in the House of Commons was in 
connection with a Corrupt Practices Bill, and it need hardly be added that he 
gave his vote with those who deeired to add io the purity of elections. He 
heartily supported the introduction of the Ballot aad contributed liberally to the 
Ballot Society. | 

Addresses on his admission to Parliament poured into him from all parts of 
the world. The Provincial congregations particularly testified to him their 
gratification at the result of the contest he had fought so valiantly, yet discreetly 
The French Consistory invited him to a public banquet, but he was compelled 
to decline the honour owing to the pressure of his public duties in England. 

To trace the great monetary transactions in which the late Baron de Roths- 
child was engaged, would be to give the financial history of the last 50 years. 
In most of the operations in which he participated, the direction was confided to 
him. His judgment as to the moment for buying and selling, his delicacy ia 
feeling the pulse of the market, were almost universally deferred to. It may be 
mentioned that the Irisli Famine Loan in 1847—a memorable year in his history 
—was negotiated by Baron Lionel de Rothschild ; he raised £16,000,000 for the 
English Government in 1854, and was for 20 years the agent of the Rassian 
Government. He took a large share in the succesful funding of the United 
States’ debt. He provided the funds for the instant purchase of the Suez Canal 


shares, and managed the business of the group of bankers who guaranteed to ~ 


the German Empire the permanence of the exchanges, and so facilitated the 
payment of the French indemnity. He was a director of the Alliance Insurance 
Company, of which his father was one of the founders. He was also a director, 
down to his death, of the Lombardo-Venetian railway, in which he held a large 
interest, and the Great Northern Railway of France was made chiefly by his 
capital, foresight and organization. ‘The last Egyptian loan for £8 500,000 was 
contracted by his house, and the failure of the Khedive to carry out in good 
faith the obligations he had incurred with respect to this loan, was neccesarily 
a source of irritation to one who was so scrupulous himself in fallilling every 
promise made. 

The philanthropic services of the late Baron it is impossible to particularize. 
Frequently they were unknown to bis most intimate friends and usually to the 
public. He himself often made it a condition of a gift that it should not be 
panlioned, and whenever his sons presided at. any charity festival there were 
arge anonymous donations, the origin of which may now be divined, although 
there is nothing to indicate it with certainty. Large acknowledged donations 
were also made to the charities of every creed and for all kinds of suftering ; 
and it was always said that, enormous as the income of the late Baron was, 
much more than a tithe of it was applied in charitable works. When the 
suffering to be relicved was ia foreign countries, it was usually found that he 
had made immediate remittances through his agents, besides subscribing to the 
funds which were afterwards organized. Some of his unknown or forgotten 
bounties came out accidentally. His exertions in relief of the Irish famine 
aving been referred to in the Times, a correspondent of that paper, Mr. 
Standish Daly, wrote the following more detailed description of them : 


In the interesting notices of the career of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild 
which appear in the 7imes, to-day, although passing reference is made to the great 
Irish Famine, there is no record of the active part which Baron Lionel himself took 
in the promotion of measures for the relief of the sufferers by that calamity, It was 
in Baron Lionel's own room in New Court, in December, 1846, that the “ British 
Relief Association "’ was organized, ‘‘ Messrs, N. M. Rothschild and Sons” subscrib- 
ing, with others, the munificent sum of £1,000. This led to the formation of a com- 
mittee consisting of the most eminent merchants and bankers of the City of London, 
of which Mr, Samuel Jones-Loyd, now Lord Overstone, was subsequently elected 
chairman, and the collection of a fund amounting to in the aggregate to upwards of 
£500,000 for the relief of the starving peasantry of the sister kingdom, Throughout 
the period of extreme pressure Baron Lionel was indefatigable in his exertions, He 
acted ona sub-committee with the late Mr. Thomas Baring and Mr. Thomas Hankey, 
which was appointed to regulate the purchase and shipment of provisions to Ireland 
and the formation of depéts round the coast and in the interior of the country, and 
at his own charge sent several cargoes of wheat on to Ireland, I well recoliect on 
One occasion when aship had arrived in the Thames laden with wheat consigned 
to his house his giving orders for her sailing immediately for Cork. It was. by 
such exertions as these that the famine was stayed, and, to use the recorded words 


of the Irish Poor Law Commissioners when acknowledging the services rendered : 


by the committee, “ that thousands were saved from starvation,” 
Bound to his seat as he was by physical suffering, which made his manner 


varying and sometimes harsh, so that the temper of Baron Rothschild grew to 
be something watched like the weather for its influence on the Stock Exchan 
he found his relaxation in giving, and bis eyes glistened when he beard 

his alms or his influences had been beneficially bestowed. 


Merely to give a record of the “ official” connections of Baron Lionel with 
communal institations and charities is to give but a scanty and misleading des- 
cription of the great and beneficial influence he exerted upon the affairs not 
on M of the Anglo-Jewish community, but in all movements which affected the 
well-being of the Jews wherever situate. As it was in political and financial 
affairs so it was in charitable and communal matters. Baron Lionel sitting in 
his arm-chair at New Court was fally and accurately informed of all that was 

oing on in the world around him, aud his influence—an influence always bene- 

cia], and invariably exerted for the highest and purest of motives—was felt in 
every communal movement. Every caller he placed under contribution to add 
to his store of news, and he evinced the liveliest interest even in the smallest 
detail of communal life. Nothing escaped him. He would frequently show to 
members of the community that the Jewish Chronicle did not rest on his table 
unread. He evinced a friendly interest especially in young members of the 
community who transacted beclnele with him, and not seldom would talk over 
with them their private concerns and prospects in life in a manner which exhi- 
bited how hearty and wide reaching was bis sympathy. 

He was elected Warden of the Great Synagogue in 1841, and ever afterwards 
took a warm interest in all its affairs. In 1847 he acted as min ynn (“ Bride- 
<— of the Law”), having for his colleague his brother-in-law, Mr. Isaac 

hen. A grand banquet was given by the Baron and Mr. Cohen on the 
occasion in the Vestry-room of the synagogue. He was, ty virtue of being a 
past-President of the Great Synagogue, a life-member of the General Council 
of the United Synagogue. He was unable to attend its meetings; but his 
eldest sop, Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, M.P., has for some time acted as one of 
the Vice- Presidents of this body. The late Baron Lionel succeeded his father 
in the office of Warden of the Great Synagogue, and was followed by Bir 
Anthony Rothschild. The same office is now held by Sir Nathaniel. 

On Sabbath October 23rd, 1858, the Baron was present at the service of 
the Great Synagogue, surrounded by many members of bis family. On that day, 
Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, being 13 years of ago, reached his religious majorit 
(bar mitzvah), and was called to the Reading of the Law in accordance wit 
time-honoured custom. The “ offerings,’ as usual, were very liberal. After the 
service, the principal officers, lay and ecclesiastical, of the congregation were 
entertained by the Baron at New Court. 

On March 4th, 1857, Gunnersbury was en fete. The eldest daughter of Baron 
Lionel (Leonora) was married on that day to her cousin, Alphonse, the eldest son of 
Baron James de Rothschild, the head of the Paris house. The ceremony was 
performed by Dr. Adler, the Chief Rabbi, assisted by the Revs. 8. Ascher, A. L. 
Green and 8. Lyons. At the banguet held after the ceremony, Coant Persigny, 
the French Ambassador, proposed the Health of the Bride and Bridegroom. 
Lord Beaconefiéld—then the Rt. Hon. B. Disraeli—gave the toast of the Parents 
of the Bridegroom. His speech on the occasion was, perhaps, one of the 
happiest of his social addresses. His text was, no doubt, a congenial one, for it 
is well known that there has been for many years a close friendship between 
Lord Beaconsfield and Baron Lionel de Rothschild. One sentence in his epecch 
on that auspicious occasion was cheered to the echo. He said: “Under this 


roof are the heads of the name and family of Rothschild—a name famous in 


every capital of Europe and every division of the globe—a family not more 
regarded for its riches than esteemed for its honour, virtues, integrity and public 
spirit.” Lord John Russell propose! the Health of the Parents of the Bride. 
At every Jewish school and charitable institutioa in London festivities were 
given in celebration of the event. | 

Fourteen years later, there was another gathering of the Rothschilds in 
London, which now has sorrowful associations. Oa June 7th, 1865, the 
ponsaees daughter, Evelina, was married to Laron Ferdinand, of Vienna. 

he ceremony was performed at the then newly-erected town mansion, 
148, Piccadilly, by the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, assisted by the Reve. §, 
Ascher, A. L. Green and M. Keizer. A choir, numbering over twenty 
men and boys, sang portions of the service. At the banquet subsequent 
to the ceremony, the Rev. A. L. Green said grace. Mr. Disraeli proposed, 
in particularly felicitous terms, the Health of the Bride and Bridegroom, 
aud the serene dignity of the Lord Chief Justice of England unbent in a 
humorous speeeh ia giving the toast of the “ Bridesmaide.” To the unquench- 
able grief of her fond parents, her loving husband and admiring and affectionate 
friends, the bride, who looked so lovely that day and who at all times was so 
charming for her sweetness of disposition and gracious manner, died but a few 
mouths after in giving birth to her first child, which also was not spared. This 
was a terrible blow to the Baroness especially, from which she never recovered. 

For upwards of thirty years Baron Lionel was a member of the Board of 
Deputies. He seldom, if ever, attended its meetings, but he was not heedless 
of the work and deliberations of the Board which did not, however, invariably 
command his sympathies. He was elected President of the Board on the 12th of 
April, 1855, during the absence of Sir Moses Montefiore on a journey to the 
Holy Land, but he declined to serve. 

He presided at the Fortieth Annivereary Festival Dinner of the Jews’ Free 
School held on June 16th, 1857. His speech is not without interest even at the 
present day, and is yet pertinent to the circumstances of the community not- 
withstanding the gigantic strides made during the last twenty years in the 
direction he then poi ted out. In the course of his remarks he said: “ The 
estimation in which a class is held for its moral tone, its education, and public 
and private virtues as well as the happiness enjoyed by it does not depend upon 
the few who, especially favoured by fortune, extfaordinary talents or conspicu- 
ous inflaences, raise themselves above the mass and may consequently be 
considered as exceptions, but upon the many who advance themselves upon the 
path of progress and are noted for the faithful and enlightened discharge of all 
obligations which may devolve upon man ia the various relations in which he 
may be placed by Providence.” The Baronees de Rothschild, who used to attend 
regularly every week, was ordinarily his representative and almoner at the Free 
School. 

One of the memorable occasions on which Baron Lionel de Rothschild 
addressed his coreligionists was on the 18:h March, 1869, when he laid the 
Foundation Stone of the Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street. He was 
then an invalid, and was borne to the dais from which he spoke by two of his 
sons. In the course of his remarks he said, with marked emphasis, and amid the 
applause of the assemblage: “If the political privileges we have gained could 
in any way weaken our Jewish sympathies, they would have been purchased 
ata terrible cost and. would signally defeat the intentions of those who aided 
and laboured for the movement, and become disadvantages instead of advan- 
tages.” 

Up to the last working-day before the day of his death Baron Lionel 
de Rothschild contiaued to be the mainspring of a business which had no parallel 
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in magnitude. He held his usual business-levée in New Court, St. Swithin’s 
Lane, on Friday, and those who brought him from time to time the latest news 
of the various markets or had interviews with him for the pur of obtaining 
subscriptions to charities perceived no indication that they then for the last 
time saw proofs of the well-stored mind, the tenacious memory, and the sound 
decision which were known throughout Europe. The late Baron de Rothschild was 
in the habit of driving nearly every day to Guonersbury, the favourite residence 
of the Baroness at Acton, the gardens of which are famous in horticulture, and 
are in the midst of a wide domain of land acquired by him. He had passed 
some time there as usual and returned to Piccadilly on Sunday afternoon. He 
then complained of feeling unwell, and appeared to be forgetful. Sir William 
Gull and Dr. Chepmell were sent for, the attack was pronounced to be one of 
gout, but not of such a nature as to call for the return from Paris of his 
eldest son, Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild. On Monday, the Bank holiday, at 
about mid-day, he suffered from a seizure of an epileptic character, and 
never recovered consciousness. He died at 630 on Tuesday morning. His 
sons, Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, and Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, were with him 
all the night up to his death. Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, member for Ayles- 
bury, the eldest son, was summoned by telegraph from Paris, and arrived on 
Tuesday afternoon. The name of “Baron Rothschild” will, perhaps, be no 
longer borne in England, for Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild is called by the title of 
the baronetcy inherited from the late Sir Ai.thony, his uacle. 

The Baroness de Rothschild survives her husband. The late Baron is 
succeeded by Sir Nathaniel Mayer de Rothschild, M.P., his eldest son (born 
November 6, 1840, and educated at Cambridge University), and leaves also two 
other sons, Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, a Director of the Bank of England, and 
Mr. Leepold de Rothschild, whose warm interest in Jewish institutions is well- 
known, aod whose recent success in racing we record elsewhere, and a daughter, 
Leonora, married in 1857 to Baron Alphonse de Kothschild, of Paris. 


It must not be forgotten that in Jewish history the Rothschilds have not 
been famous for their wealth only. Many of their ancestors were pious and 
learned rabbis. In the interesting necrograph of Dr. Lewysohn, “ Sechczig 
Epitaphien von Grabsteinen des Israclitischen Friedhofes za Worms,” we find 
the transcript of the tomb of Rabbi Menachem Mendel Rothschild, who filled 
the post of Chief Rabbiin niore than one important congregation. According 
to the “Archives of the Synagogue,” circa 5905—1855, at Worms, Mendel | 
Rothschild was for wany years preacher in Prague, subsequently Chief Rabbi in 
Bamberg, and later, Ecclesiastical Chief of the whole Hessian Circuit; and then | 
he was raised to the distinguished Rabbinical Chair in Worms, which post he 
retained for fourteen years, indeed till his death. The Archives (Memorial 
Bach) further inform us that Rabbi Mendel, as he was called, was a celebrated 
Talmudist, a recognised Kabbalist and a voluminous author, and that he had 
compiled many important works yet unpublished. He lived a most active and 
ascetic hfe. For many years he fasted daily. He devoted his income to deeds 
of charity and to the enriching of the synagogue to which he was enduringly 
attached. He gave costly ptesents to the latter, Scrolls of the Law, curtains 
for the Ark, candelabra for Sabbaths and Festivals; and he set aside a sum of 
money to defray the expense of lighting in perpetuity. The candelabra bears aa 
inscription in Hebrew, of which the following is a translation : 

“This candelabrum was presented by our great and revered teacher and Rabbi, 
the Chief of the Ecclesiastical Body of this Congregation, Rabbi Menachem Mendel 
of Germany, son of Rabbi Solomon Rothschild of blessed memory, former Chief 
Rabbi of Wurzburg and its dependencies, and subsequently Chief Rabbi of Friedburg 
and its circuit. Anno 492—1732,” 

Lewysohn writes, “The present world-famed family of Rothschild are 
lineally descended from the Rothschilds whose epitaphe we record.” Pollak, in 
the preface to his edition 0°9737 pw, “ Lexicon of Jewish Celebrities,” traces the 

eneaology and gives us the following table: 1. Isaac Rothschild, Warden in 
‘rankfoit; 2. Solomon Rothechild, Chief Rabbi of Wiirzburg and Friedburg ; 


_ 3, Mendel Rothschild (the subject of the epitaph above); 4 Solomon Rothschild 


(Oettingen); Boaz Raphael Rothschild, the author of Dy DY 353 TDD 
(Firth, 1766—48). Boaz,;in giving his family genealogy, mentions 
with pride that he is descended from alioe of men famous in Israel! for learning 
and piety. These worthies are represented in the present day by the pious Baron 
Willy de Rothschild, a learned and strictly observant Jew. 


Others will describe the public career and wide charity of tho lamented 
Baron ; the writer of these lines is anxious to add a small tribute to his memory 
by recalling a few features in his private character, which are perhaps uot so 
generally known. 

Many may have wondered how, amidst an incredible multitude of important 
occupations involving constant anxiety, the Baron contrived to preserve a uni- 
form elasticity and freshness of mind. The secret is solved by the fact that he 
was an ardent lover of art. When, after many hours of absorbing transactions, 
he left the precincts of his city establishment and entered his home, he found 
himeelf at once transferred into au atwosphere of beauty which freed and raised 
the mind and restored it to its harmony and equipvise. For to him works of art 
were no mere decorative ornaments, That remarkable soundness of judgweut 
which he displayed in all practical concerns of lif’, guided him no less safely in 
matters of taste ; and the pictures he had acquired comprised some of the highest 
master-pieces of the principal schouls. These treasures were not his pride, but 
his joy, and they proved to him an unfailing source of regeneration. Even upon 
Nature he knew bow to stamp the impress of a cultivated taste, and his park and 
gardens refined while they delighted. 

In ‘such genial surroundings, the mind spontaneously opened itself to a 
simple and healthy cheerfulnese, which now took pleasure in the sallies of wit, 
og now followed with inter.st some of the graver questions of the present or 

e past. 

But he possessed another and yet more preci.us faculty to arm him for an 
unceasing strain—a fortitude and self-control which nothing seemed able to 
conquer or disturb, His life, though rich in blessings, was not without its severe 
trials ; he had, while himself suffering from pain and infirmity, seen his dear 
brothers carried to the grave, and he had seen a beloved daughter pass away in 
the flower of her P prank yet, with an undaunted manliness hardly less than 
heroic, he mastered the bitterness of his grief—for his affection was deep—and 
set the example of an unmurmuring resiguation. It was this rare gift of rising 
above outward impreesions by the power of the will and of reason, which enabled 
him to engage, without a single break or relaxation, in a stupendous activity 
almost to the last day of a beneficent life. Work and Duty were his watch- 
words—and with these he imbued the minds of the sons he has left behind to 
carry on his task, : 


The wise Kicg says: “ Sweet is the sleep of the labouring man.”

of the man at his best, one must have known him not as he appeared in hig 
princely mansion, surrounded by the elegances of art and fashion, but in 
that position he loved best—the dispenser of good at New Court. To many 
New Court is associated only with the glories of an El Dorado, the centre 
for vast financial speculations, but to those who know the tradition of the 
family, New Court is really understood to be one of the great relieving offices of 
the world. In the midst of the most absorbing calculations, and while holdin 
in his hands the reins of finance, Baron Rothschild always found time to listen, 
and patiently to listen, and with glistening eye, to tales of sorrow and distress, 
The trusted advocate of charity always found ready admittance—charity, indeed, 
seemed to be the open sesame at New Court. It was oa the amount that 
repaid the exertions of the friends of the poor, but the kindly manner and the 
generous welcome, for however princely the gift, it was enriched by the manner 
of its bestowal. 


All the daily journals have published lengthy obituary notices of the late 
Baron, and most of them also comment in leading articles upon his death. In 
all these articles a tribute of respect and praise is paid to the deceased for his 
sterling good qualities as a useful citizen, a noble philantnropist and able finan- 
cier, The Pall Mall Gazette of Wednesday gays : 


“All the newspapers this morning speak of the Baron Lionel de Rothschild, 
whose decease it was our melancholy duty to record yesterday, in terms of marked 
respect and admiration. Too often the newspaper panegyric in such cases is forced 
and excessive : it is not so here. .The sadly sober tone in which these memorial arti- ~ 
cles are written is itself evidence that the respect and the admiration they express are 
deep and real. For ourselves we will only say that we do not find a word too much 
in the praises bestowed upon one of the kindliest as well as one of the shrewdest, and, 
in all the many affairs in which he concerned himself, most judicious, men of his day, 
It is these qualities that we would dwell upon, rather than on the vast influence 
which his wealth and his high character commanded everywhere in Europe. Busy 
all his life and every day of his life with great and delicate transactions, he always 
had time for courtesies and good works. To use a somewhat slang expression, he was 
“ full of human natare ;" and neither the long-continued strain of responsible busi- 
ness, nor the coldness which too often creeps upon the mind with age, wearied his 
benevolence or chilled the thorough good-nature with which he was born. In fine, 
the Baron Lionel de Rothschild had not only a good hedd but a good heart ; and to the 
last the one remained sound and clear, the other warm and sympathetic, His wasa 
full and useful life : and though it lasted long, we must all the more regret that it 
has ended, since it was still a most useful and beneficent life down to the last day,” 


The funeral 1s appointed to be solemnized to-day. The procession, consisting 
of about forty mourning coaches, will leave 14%, Piccadilly, at half-past nine, and 
arrive at the Willesden Cemetery, where Baron Mayer and Sir Anthony lie buried, 
at 11°15. We understand that it is unlikely that the Chief Rabbi, who is staying 
for his health at Brighton, can attend it. The Rev. B. H. Ascher, Rabbi of the 
Burial Society of the United Synagogue, will read the Funeral Service, and will, 
we believe, deliver a brief address on the mournful occasion. The duty of 
preparing the body for interment was performed on Tuesday evening by the Syna- 
gogue officials. The coffin is covered with black cloth, without any ornaments 
whatever. All the arrangements connected with this ceremony were in every 
respect (the white unornamented shrouds included) such as would be made for 
the corpse of the poorest Jew. The body was, as is customary, enveloped in the talith 
(scarf) worn by the deceased in Synagogue. 

The Dinner which was to have been given on the ith to the staff of the Alliance 
Life and Fire Assurance Company by Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., the President of 
the Company. has, at the request of the venerable Baronet, been postponed in con- 
sequence of the lamented death of Baron Lionel de Rothschild, a Director of the 
Company.

Before the business on the agenda was taken into consideration, 


The CHAIRMAN rose and said : Gentlemen,—About an hour ago I returned to 
London from the seaside and I heard, as you all no doubt have, with grief of the 
death of Baron Lionel de Rothschild. The Baron held so prominent a position not 
only in our congregational body, but in the Jewish community at large, that I am 
sure I am but expressing all your wishes by proposing that we do adjourn without 
transacting the business for which we have met this evening. This is due as a mark 
of respect to the deceased, whose loss we mourn, It is also due to ourselves, I am 
sure that with the feelings of grief at Baron Rothschild’s death still so fresh, we 
could not bring our minds to bear upon the business which is before the meeting, 
business which would naturally excite some discussion. I beg to propose the 
adjournment of this meeting to a day to be fixed by the Executive, (Hear, hear). 

Mr, LIONEL L. COHEN, in seconding the resolution, said that it was barely ten 
years ago that Baron Lionel was brought there—he could not say came there, for the 
Baron was even then an invalid and unable to walk—to lay the foundation stone of 
the bui'ding of which that Council Room was part. All who had the privilege to 
be present on that interesting occasion would have a vivid recollection of the 
memorable words to which Baron Lionel gave utterance on that day. Those words 
had sunk deeply in the memory of all present. They were to the effect that the 
privileges and rights which the Jews had gained in recent years would be dearly 
purchased if they had caused them to sacrifice one tittle of their religious faith. The 
members of the Rothschild family were endeared to the community, and Sir 
Nathaniel de Rothschild, the eldest son, was Vice-President of the United Synagogue. 
For these reasons, Mr. Cohen said, he begged to second the resolution of the 
Chairman, 

The meeting then adjourned, The next meeting of the Council will be he!d on 
Thursday next, the 12th. 


East Lonpon Synacocug.—The Rev. L. Canter delivered a sermon at the 
East London Synagogue on Sabbath last during the Afternoon Service. He took his 
text from the last verse of the morning’s Sedrah, ‘‘ And when Moses was gone into 
the Tabernacle of the Congregation to speak with him, then he heard the voices of 
one speaking to him, from off the Mercy Seat, which was on the Ark of the Testi- 
mony, from between the two cherubim, and he spake to him.” He explained that 
though we had lost these visible proofs of the Divine presence, we still retained 
their symbols. The two tables of the Covenant represented the two cherubim— 
Faith, the Ark of Testimony, and Home, the Tabernacle. 7 


_ Beterum,—It is reported that M. Astruc, Grand Rabbi of Belgium, has tendered 
his resignation of that post, owing to the opposition which is entertained against

Jericho, Gerizim and Ebal, Jacob's Well, Nablous, Samaria, Lake of Galilee, Caper- 
naum, Nazareth, and thence to Mount Carmel, following the coast to Acre, Tyre, 
Sidon, &c., to Beyrout, and will leave England early in February, Iss. The party 
will be accompanied by the Rev. A. Hall. an Aaglican clergyman. . Such a tour, 
in company with an instructed Jewish scholar, would be one of the most interesting 
journeys in the world, and, undertaken at an impressionable period of life, woull be 
also most valuable. It is to be hoped that Jewish young men will some day have the 
opportunities here offered to others. 


A Sap Srory,—We extract the following from the Hull /2press of Saturday: 
“ At the Hull Police Court this morning. an application was made to the stipendiary 
magistrate by a young lady, who stated that after she had been married six months, 
toa man named Harris Goodman, a peddling jeweller of this town, he left the house, 
and two days after two men came in with a bill of sale and sold everything off, even 
the body linen, so that she had nothing except what she stood in. She did not know 
what to do, so madé an application to the Guardians, who told her she could go into 
the workhouse, but if she had done so she would have lost the few pupils she had, 
as she was a certificated teacher of the French and German languages. She was sure 
her husband was somewhere near, as she had seen him only a few days ago in the 
town, and he would soon be taken if she only had a warrant. His Worship said it 
appeared to him to be a very hard case. The husband's conduct was most scandalous. 
He was sorry that he could not help the applicant unless the Poor-Law authorities 
applied for a warrant. If applicant's statement was correct, he thought nominal 
help should be given her, and that she should not be asked to go into the house. He 
was sorry he could not help her.’

Tue CONVERSIONISTS AND THEIR Puptis.—At the Worship Street Police Court 
on the 30th ult., Henry Simon Cohen, aged 16, was charged before Mr. H. J. Bush 
with robbing his employer, Mr. Simpson of Norton Folgate. From the opening 
of the prosecutor's solicitor, it appeared that the prisoner was apprenticed to Mr. 
Simpson by the Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews, and that he had 
been but « short time in the service when Mr. Simpson found he was being robbed. 
The prisoner was apprehended on a warrant and gave information to the police, 
when several rugs and other articles were recovered from various pawnbrokers where 
he had pledged them. The prisoner pleaded guilty to the charge, and on the 
magistrate asking him to what religion he belonged, he replied that he was a Hebrew- 
Christian. The magistrate inquired of Mr. L. W. Karamelli, the court interpreter of 
languages, whether the Jewish authorities would send him away. Mr. Karamelli 
said that he thought, the prisoner having become a convert to Christianity, and being 
now a member of that community, it was hardly a case in which the Jewish authori- 
ties could interfere.
